Arrangements for Promulgation of Decree Are Going 
Forward as Rapidly as Possible—Heavy Sentences

DUESSELDORF, June 20.—A decree providing for confisca- 
tion of all Ruhr Valley industries, the products ol which are ap- 
plicable to the reparations accounts, and forced operations of the 
plants by the Germans, is being prepared by General Degoutte, 
commander of the occupational forces, it was announced today. 

Arrangements for promulgation of the decree are going for- 
ward as rapidly as possible, but owing to the wide scope of its 
measures and the extensive character of the industries affected, 
it was said the French and Belgian authorities would require 
several days more in which to work out the details before putting 
the plan into operation.

DIVIDED, AS USUAL. 

It is explained that the Lausanne conference is 
in a state of suspense while Britain, France and 
Italy are trying to decide what it is that they 
want the Turk to do. That fortunate miscreant 
seems to be running in his usual luck. It was 
ever his game to play the powers against each 
other, while he collected a rake-off for allowing 
them to disagree about what they should do to 
him. 


HONESTY, AT LEAST. 

The Senate has decided tha the newspapers 
may continue to publish news relative to betting 
at race tracks. While betting is permitted by law 
there would seem to be no substantial reason why 
the publication of betting news should be prohib- 
ited. There should, however, be some proviso 
that the news must be accurate, and that the pub- 
lication of misleading information would bring a 
penalty that would hurt. If this form of gambling 
is to be legalized ,at least there should be some 
guarantee that the gullible will not be ‘‘stung”’ 
by false reports and deliberate misinformation. 


BUT THEY WON'T. 


Mr. Rockefeller has given a large sum of 
money to make the insulin treatment available to 
people in the United States and Canada who need 
it but who have no means. The oil magnate has 
been pretty freely criticized at times for some of 
the methods he employed to gain wealth. He 
deserves equally frank commendation for spend- 
ing some of it in this way—and will get it if the 
price of gasoline does not go up in consequence. 
Some of our war profiteers might help the public 
to forget how they made their money if they 
followed suit, 


THREATENING THE REST DAY. 


Magistrate McDonald of Winnipeg has given a 
decision which is construed to mean that the 
restrictions are off and that amusements and 
business can be carried on for gain in Manitoba 
on Sunday. The decision is hardly likely to stand 
against appeal to the higher courts, and if it 
should an amendment of the Federal law regard- 
ing Sabbath observance is to be looked for. Not 
many people in Canada want the Puritan Sunday 
restored, but still fewer of them would stand for 
being compelled to work seven days per week, And 
that is what a business Sunday tends to, and must 
eventually come to. 


THREE OF A KIND. 


Premier Drury says he will enforce the liquor 
law of Ontario if he is returned to power next 
Monday. Mr: Ferguson says he will enforce the 
law if he gets in, until the voters say that they 
want it changed. Mr. Wellington Hay says he is 
confident that when another plebiscite is called 
the voters will express their opinions in a decisive 
way. Pussy-footing seems to have become a fine 
art in Ontario. These men profess to be political 
‘‘leaders,’’ but not one of them has sand enough 
to say what he thinks the law ought to be. There 
should be room in that province, and honor and 
power, for somebody with spunk enough to stand 
for something. 


MAINTAINING CREDIT. 


Great Britain has signed the agreement to pay 
off its debt of $4,600,000,000 io the United States 
during the next sixty-two years. That is the big- 
best. promissory note ever given to one country 
by another country which intended to pay. Ger- 
many of course undertook to pay ten times as 
much to the Allies, but it seems to have thought 
that the bill was settled when its signature was 
attached to the document. The difference is that 
Britain will pay, is paying now in fact. On the 
fifteenth of this month London remitted to Wash- 
ington $70,000,000, that being six months’ inter. 
est on the sum owing. The result of that kind of 
financing is that a British pound sterling will 
buy $4.62 cents worth of goods in New York. It
